Extract uiteen brief van Balize dato SOsten 
October 1817. 

Het doet my zeer leed myn lot te zyn, het 
verlies door schipbreuk van des Vereenigde 
Statens brik Boxer, onder myn bevel, te mel- 
den. In het pangen op den avond van den 
25sten dezer om naar Balize optezeilen, ging 
zy in veertien voet diepte naby de Missisipi ri- 
vier te gronde, en geraakte kort daarna vol met 
water, Ik maakte dus alle pogingen tot hare 
redding, vruchteloos, Alle publieke eigendom- 
men van aanbelang, die gered konden worden, 
zyn uitgenomen geworden voor zy in stukken 
verviel, het geen weinige oogenblikken meer 
dan vier en twintig uren daarna geschiede. 
Zy was volkomen vervallen, en zoo verrot, dat 
ofschoon het stil weer was zy ons overtuigd 
heeft, dat de voorzienigheid ons gered heeft, 
dewyt zy een doodkist voor ons allen moest 
geweest zyn. Kenigen harer bslken en andere 
deelen zyn als zeldzaamheden bewaard ge- 
worden, 

Ik bezeer dat gy deze brief publiek maakt 
om de beangstigde gemoederen onzer vrienden 
te verlossen, die verlangend zullen wezen om 
te hooren of wy dit overleefd hebben. Ons 
lyden was groot, doch wy hebhen het met ge- 
duld ondergaan ; gene ziekte is hierdoor ender 
het scheepvolk ontstaan.

Schipbreuk en Zeerovery.— Kapitein Dorr 
van de brik Ontario die te Holmes Hole van 
Canton gearriveerd is, dat op den Ilden de- 
zer hy de wrak van de schoener Dasher van 
Argyle met planken geladen, op de breedte 29, 
legnte 59, 6, ontmaete. Het roer was ver- 
loren en beide masten lagen op boord. Kapi- 
teia Dorr vond in de kajuit met kryt geschre- 
ven, dat zy op den Oden Schipbreuk geleden 
had, en datde kapitein en stuurman door de 
ln Fortitude aan boord genuimen zyn gewor- 

en. 

Op dezelfde dag is kapitein Dorr op een kan- 
non schoots afstand op een misleidende wyzo 
gelokt geworden ia het bereik van een Zwe- 
rover schoener van omtrent 200 Tonnen, zon- 
der zeilen, met vlaggen. ‘Toen hy genoeg- 
zaam naby tot hun doeleinde genaderd was, 
zetteden zy zeilen op, haalde hunne vlaggen 
neder heeschen een zwarte en witte in derzelver 
plaats, en maakten jagt. Ten laatsten kwa- 
men zy gelyk op met de Ontario, en zoaden 
naar boord zes naar wilden gelykende schel 
men, gewapend met pistoolen en houwers, 
zìch patriotten noemende, en welke de equips- 
ge in de voorpleg van het schip begonnen te 
plunderen, nam de Marszeil wegen beroofde 
de manschappen van hunne klederen, eenigen 
hunner geheel ontblood latende. Zy traden 
ook binnen de kajuit en braken de kisten 
en koffers der Officieren open, nomen de mees- 
te hunner klederen en vele andere hun toebe- 
hoorende artikelen. De kapitein stelde zich 
tegen hun gedrag, doch werd met pistoelen en 
pooken, die tegens zyn borst gesteld werden, 
tot zwygen genoodzaakt, Na een boot gele- 
den met geroofde goederen weggebragt te heb- 
ben, werd een zein van hun vaartoig gedaan 
toen zy tot onze groote vreugd zich verwyder= 
den. Zy schenen patriotten te zyn, zamenge- 
steld uit alle natien, en het doet ons leed te 
zeggen dat eenigen bekend zyn Amerikaansche 
patriotten te wezen. 

De schoener was gewapend met 4 lange tien 
ponders en 55 man. 








His Majesty's frigate Eurydice, captain 
Polders, sailed on ‘Tuesday for St. Eustatia. 

By the arrival of the schooner Admi- 
ral Kikkert, 13 days from Jamaica, we 
have received two Kingston papers 0 
the 22d and 23d of December, which 
eontain London news to the 20th of Oct. 
— The most prominent feature of their 
contents is an account of the probability 
of the Russian fleet having passed the 
Sound, as pilots were ordered in the Belt 
for a Russian squadron of five sail of the 
line, which was expected to pass inmedi- 
ately on its way to Spain. It is said that 
Spain has bought the ships, as measures 
were taken for bringing back the Russtan 
seamen from Cadiz, after they shall have 
handed over the ships to the Spaniards. 
Their eventual destination is believed to 
be to conver troops from Cadiz to South 
America.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 











This day st 12 0’ sloek: the President of the 
United States transmitted ta both Houses of 
Congress the following Message, by Mr. Jo- 
seph Jones Monroe, his Secretary. 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate, 

and of the House of Representatives: 

At no period of our political existence had we 
so much cause to felicitste ourselves at the 
prosperous and happy condstiou ef ear conntry, 
fP'he abandant fruits of the earth have fiited it 
with plenty. An extensive and profitable com- 
merce bas greatiy augmented our revenue. 
The publie credit has attained an extraordinary 
elevation. Our preparations for defence, in 
case of future wars, from which, hy the erpe- 
rierce of all nations, we onght not to expect Lo 
be exempted, are advancing, under u well di- 
gested system, with all the dispatch which so 
important a wark wilt adenit. Our free go- 
vernment, founded on the interest and afiec- 
tions of the people, has gained, and is daily gain- 
ing strengh, local jealousies are rapidly yield- 
ing to mere generous, enlarged end en light- 
ened views of nstional policy. Far advauta- 

es so numerous and highly important, it is 
our duty to unite in gratefu} acknowiedgments 
to (hat omnipotent Being, from whom they 
are derived, and.in unceasing preyer, that be 
will endow us with virtue and strength to 
maintain and hand them down, in their utmost 
purity, to cor latest posterity. 

{ have the satisfaction to inform you, that 
an arrangement, which had been commrenced 
by my predecessor, with the British govern- 
ment for the redacticn of the naval force, by 
Great Britain and the U. States, on the lakes, 
kas been concluded; by which it is provided, 
that neither party shall keep in service on Lake 
Chemplain more than cne vessel; on Lake 
Ontario, more than one; and on Lake Erie, 
and the upper lakes, more than two; ta te arm- 
ed, each with one cannon onty ; and that all 
the other armed vsesels of both parties, of 
which an exact list is interekargerd, shall ke 
dismantled. Itis also agreed, that the force 
retained shall be restric ted, in its duty, to the 
internal purposes of each party: and that the 
arrangement shall remain in force until sir 
months shall have expired after notice given by 
one of the parties to the ether of its desire that 
should terminate By this arrangement, 
Useless expence, on both sides, end what is of 
still greater importance, the denger of collision, 
between armed vessels, in these inland waters, 
Which was great, is prevenied, 

DY hare the satisfaction also to state, that the 


Com missioners, under the fourth article of the 


treaty of Ghent, to whem it was referred to de- 
Cite, to which party the several istonds in the 
Bay of Passamaquoddy belonged ander the tres- 
ty of one thousand seven hundred and eighty 
three, have agreed in a report, by which all the 
Eslands in the posseosion of each perty before 
the late war have been decreed to it. 

‘Fhe commissioners acting under the other 
articles of the treaty of Ghent, for the settle- 
ment of boundaries, have also been engaged in 
the discherge of their respective duties, but 
bave not yet completed them. 


The difference which arose between the two’ 
governments undér that treaty, respecting the, 
rightof the United States to take end cure 


fish on tbe coast of the British provinces, north 
of car limits wbich bad been secured by the 





treaty of one thousand seven handred and 
eighty three, is still in negotiation. 

‘T'he proposition made by this government, 
to extend to the colonies of Great Britain the 
principle of the convention of Lsondon, by 
which the commerce between the ports of the 
United States and B.itish ports in Europe had 
been placed on a footing of equality, has been 
deeiined by the British government. 

This subject having been thus amicably dis- 
cussed between the two goveruments, and it 
appearing that the British government is ua- 
willing to depart from its present regulations, 
it remains for Congress to decide, whether they | 
will make uny other regulations, in consequence 
thereof, for the protection and improvement 
of vur navigation. 

The negotiation with Spain for spotiations 
on vur commerce, and the settlement of boun- 
daries, remained essentially, in the state it 
heid, by the communications that were mads 
ta Congress by my predecessor. It has been 
evidentiy the policy of the Spanish government 
to keep the negotiatian suspended, and in this 

the United States have acqriesced, from an 
amicable disposition towarús Svuin, and ia 
the expectation that her government would, 
from a sense of justice, finally actede to suc h 
an arrangement as would be equal between the 
parties. A disposition has been lately shewn 
by the Spanish governinent to move in the ne- 
gotiation, which has been met by this govern- 
ment, and, should the canciliatory and friend- 
ly poliey, which has invarisbly guided our 
councils, be reciprocuted. a just and satisfacto- 
ry arrangement may be ezpected. „Itis proper 
to remork, chat mo propesition has yet been 
made from which sacha resuit can be presumed. 

It was anticiputed, at an early stage that the 
contest between Spain and the colonies would 
beevme interesting to the United States. IK 
Was natural that our citizens should sympa- 
thise in events which affected their neighhors. 
It svemed provad: e,‚ also, that the prosecution 
of the coniliet, along our caast, and in contigu- 
ous countries, ‘wauld occasionally interrupt our 
com:meice, and otherwise effect the persons 
and property of our citizens. ‘These anticipa-, 
tions have been realised. Such injuries have 
been received from persons acting under the 
uuthority of both the parties, and for which 
redress has,in most instances been withheld. 
T'hrauzh every stage of the conflict, the United 
States have maintained an im partial neutrality 
giving aïd to neither of the parties in men, mo- 
ney, ships or munitians uf war, 

They have regarded the contest, not in the 
light of an ordinary insurrectioa or rebellion, 
but usa civil war betwern parties nearly equal, 
having, as to neutral powers, equal rights. Our 
ports have been apen to bsith, and every article, 
the fruit of our soil or of the industry of our citi- 
zens, which either was permitted to take, hus 
been equally free to the other. Should the co- 
lonies establish their independence, it is proper 
now to state, thut this gosernment neither 
seeks, nor would accept, from them any advan- 
tage, in commerce or otherwise, which will not 
be equally open to all other nations. ‘Î'he co- 
tonies will in that event, become independent 
states! free from any obligation to or connec- 
tion with us, which it may not then be their in- 
terest to fori on the basis of a fair reciprocity. 

{n the summer of the present year, an ex- 
pedition was set on foot against East Florida, 
by persons claiming to act uader the authority 
of some of the cnlonies, who teuk possession of 
Amelia Island, at the mouth af the St Mary's 
river, near the boundary of the state of Georgia. 
As this province lies eatsward of the Miississip- 
pì, and is bounded by the United States and 
the ocean on every side, and has been a Subject 
of negotiatien with the governmentof Spuin, 
us an Indemnity for losses by spoitation, or in 
ezchange: for territory of equal value, westward 
of the Mississippi, a fact well known to the 
world, it ezcited surprize, that any countenance 
should be given to this measure by any of 
the colonies. Asit would be difficult to recon- 
cite it with the friendiy relations existing be- 
tween the United States and the colonies, a 


{ doabt was entertained, whether it had been 


authorized by them, or any of them. ‘This 
doubt has gained strength, by the circumstan- 
ces which have pnfaided themselves in the pro- 
secution of the enterprize, which have marked 
itas a mere unauthorized adventure, Project- 
ed and commenced with an incompetent force 

reliance seems to have been placed on what 
might be drawn, in defiance of our laws, from 
within our limits ; and of late, as their resour- 
ces have fuiled it has assumed a more merked 
character af unfriendliness ta us; the Island 
heing made a channel for the itlicit iatrodac- 
tion of saves from Africa into the United 
States, an ssylam for fugitive sluves from the 
neighboring states, aud. a port for m0gling | 
of every kind, 
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A similar establishment was ee Ege at an 
earlier period, by persons of the same descrip- 
tion, in the Gulph of Mexico, at a place called 
Galvestown, within the limits of the United 
States, as we cohtend, under the cessìon of 
Lnuisiana. This enterprize kas been marked, 
in a more signal manner. by all the objeetional 
Cireumstances which characterized the other, 
and more particularly by the equipment of pri- 
vateers which have snnoyed ovuc commerce, 
and by smuggling. ‘Fhese estabtishmients, if 
ever sanctioned by eny authority whatever, 
which is not believed, have abused their trust 
and forfeited all claim to consideration. A jast 
regard far the rights and interests of the Uni- 
ted States rejuiced that they should be sup- 
pressed and order» have been accordingly is- 
sued to that effect. 'l'he imperious eonsider- 
ations which produced this measure will be 
erplained tw the parties whom it may, in any 
degree, cuncein. 

‘F'o obtain correct information on every :ub- 
ject in which the U, S. are incerested ; to in- 
spires just sentiments in all pefsons in aathori- 
ty, on either side, of var friendty dispusition, 
so far as it May coupart with an iwpertial 
neutrality; and to secure proper respect to our 
commerce inevery port, and from every flag, 
it has been thought proper to send a ship of 
war, with three distinguished citizens, along 
the southera coast, with instruction to touch at 
such ports as they may find most exptdient for 
their pucposes _ With the ezisting authorities, 
wich those in the pnssession uf, and erercising 
the sovereignty, must the communication be 
held; from them alone can redressfor past 
injuries, committed by persons acting under 
them, be obtained; by them atane can the com- 
mission of the like, in future, be prevented. 

Our relations with the other powers ef Eu- 
rope have experienced no essential change since 
the last session, In our intercourse with each, 
due attention continnesto be paid to the pro- 
tection of our commerce, and to every other 
objest in which the United States are interest- 
ed. A strong hope is entertained, that by 
adhering to the maximsof a just, a candid and 
friendly. policy, we may long preserve amicable 
relations with all the powers of Europe, on 
tondiuions advantageuus and hoporable to our 
country. 

With the Barbary states and the Indian 
tribes our pacific relations have been preserved. 

In calling your attention to the internal con- 
cerns of our country, the view which they exhi- 
bit is peculiacly gratifying. The payments 
which have been made into the trcasury show 
the very productive state of the public revense. 
After satisfying the appropriations made by law 
for the support of the civil government, and of 
the military and naval establishments, embra- 
cing suitable provisian for Furtifcations and for 
the gradual increase of the navy, paying the in- 
terest of the public debt, and extinguisbing 
more than eighteen millions of the principal 
within the present yeur, it isestimated thata 
balance of more than six millions af dollars 
will remain in the treasury on the first day of 
January, applicable to the current sesvice of 
the ensuing year. 

The payment into the treasury during the 
year one thousand eight hundred and eighteen, 
ansecaunt of imports and tonnage, resulting 
principally from duties which kare zcerued in 
the present year, may he frirly estimated at 
twenty miliions of dollars; internal revenwes, 
at two millions five hundred thousand; pullie 
lands at one millian five hundred (hoasards 
bank dividens und ineidental receipts, at five 
hurdred thousand ; making in the whole, twen- 
ty four millions and five hundred thousand 
dollars. 

The annual permanent erpenditure far the 
support of the civil government, and of the ar- 
my and navy, as now established by law, 
emounts toeleven millions and eight hundred 
thousand dollars;and for the sinking fund, to 
ten millions: mak: ng in the whole, twenty cne 
millions and eight hundred (heusand dotlars: 
leaving an annualezvess af revenue bevond the 
ezpenditure of two miilions and seven hendred 
thousand dollars, erclúsive of the balanee es- 
timated to bein (he treasurv on the icst day of 
January, one thvusaud eight bundred and 
eighteen, 

In the present state of the treasury. the whole 
of the Lovisiana debt may be redeemed in 
the year one thaasand eigbt hurdred and nine- 
teen ; after wliieh, if the prblie debt eontinnes 
as it now is, above par, there will be anruallv 
about five millions of Ke sinking fond onezpen- 
ded, until the year one tl:ausand eight bundrert 

and twenty-five, when the laan of vre thousand 
eight hondred and twe!ve andthe stock crea. 
ted by funding treasuty notes, el be redeem- 
able. 

It is also estimated ‘hat the Mississippi stock 
will be discharged during thé yeorcne thou 
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sand eight hundred and nineteen, from the pro- 
ceeds nf the public lands assigned to that ob. 
ject, after which the receiptsfrom those lands, 
will annually add to the public revenue the 
sum of one miliion five hundred thousand dol. 
lars, making the permanent annual revenue 
amount to twenty siz millions of dollars, and 
leaving an annual ezcess of revenue, after the 
year one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, 
beyond the permanent authorised expenditure 
of more than four millions of dollars. 


By the last returns from the Department, 
War, the militia force of the severai states may 
be estimated ateight handred thousand men, 
infantry, artillery and cavalry. G eat part of 
this force is armed, and measures are taken to 
arm the whole. Animpravement in the orga- 
nization and discipline of the militiu, is one of 
the great objects which claims the unremitted 
attention of Congress. 

The regular force amounts nearly to the 
number required by law, and is stationed along 
the Atlantic and inland frontiert, 

Of the naval force it has been necessary tan 
maintain stronz squadrons in the Mediterra- 
nean and in the Guif of Mexico. 

From several of the Indian tribes, inhabiting 
the country bordering on Luske Drie, purchasen 
hare been made of lands, on conditions very 
favorable to the United States, and, us it is 
presumed not less sa to the tribes themeelses, 
By these purchases, the Indian title, win wmo- 
derute reservations, has been extinzuisn-d, to 
the whole of the land within the mits ot che 
state of Ohio, and toa greet part of ther inr he 
Michigan Territory, and of the state of Intana, 
From the Cherokee tribe a tract hus been mur. 
chased in the state of Genrgia, andan arrenge- 
meut made, by which, in exchange f‚r tanda 
beyond the Mississippi, a great part, if ven the 
whole of the land belonging to that tribe, ea. 
ward of that river, in the states of North oro. 
Jina, Georgia ind Tennessee, and in the Aln 
bama Perritory, will «oon be acqvired. bv 
these acquistions, and others that may reasnuu- 
biy be expected soon to foliow, we shall he 
enabied ta extend our setctements foam thc 
inhaaited parts of the state af Ohio, along 
Lake Erie into'the Michigan Territory, ard to 
connect cur settlements hv degrees through 
the state of Indiana and the Lilinois Perritory, vo 
that of Miscauri. A similar: and eqoally ad- 
vantageous efféet Will sdon be produced tn the 
south, through” the whale eztentof the stutes 
and territory which border on the waters emo- 
tying into the Mississippi and the Maohile. ‘In 
this progress, which the rights of nature de- 
„mand, and nothing can prevent, marking a 
growth rapid and gigantic, it is our duty to make 
new affurts for the preservation, improveusent, 
and civilization of the native inbubitants. ‘The 
hunter.state can exist only in the vast, uncut- 
tivated desart —lIt yields to the more den=e 
and compact form, and greater force, of cir itiz- 
ed papulation ; and of right it ought to vieid!, 

for the éarth was given to mankind to su…„ort 
the greatest number of which it is capah., anr 
no tribe or people have a right to wich 
from the wants of others more than js Aeenssary 
‘for their own support andcamfirt Ii ie s-raci- 
fying to know, that the reservations of tard 
made by the treaties with the tiibes on (‚ke 
Erie, were made with a view to ind vesual 
ownership among them, and to the cultys «ton 
ef the soil by all, and that an annual stipend 
“has been pledged to supply their other wants. 
Ie wilt merit the consideratiun of Congress, 
whether other provision, nat stipulated hy the 


treaty, ought to be made for these tribes, and 


“for the advancement of the liberal and humane 
peiicy of the United States towards all the 
‘trikes within our limits, and more perticulariy 
‘for theire improvement in the art of ewitized 
‘life. k Dn 

Among the advantages incident to these 
parchases and-to those whieh have preceded, 
the aevarity which may thereby be:afforded to 
‘enr intand frontiers is peculiarly important. 
Wich « strang barrier, consisting of our own 
peoplethus plantedon the Lakes, the Mississip- 
piand the Mobile, w.th the protection to be 
‘derived f:am the regular force, Endian-hosti- 
Tities, if they do not altogether cease, will 
henceforth lose their terror. Fortifications in 
‘those quarters, to any extent, will not be neces- 


sary aud the erpence dttending them may be. 


saved. A people accustomed to the use of fire 
arms Only, as the Indian tribes are, will shun 
even ‘moderate works, which are defended by 
cannon. Great fartificattons will, therefore, be 
requisite enly in future, along the coast, and at 
‘same points in the interior, connected with it. 
On these will the safety of our towns, and the 


commercé efsonr great fivers, from the bay of 


Fundy to the Mississippi, depend. Cn these, 
therefore, shop!d the utmost attention, skill, 
and labour be besto wed. 


A consideràble and rapid augmentation in 








the value of all the public lands, proceeding 
from these and other obvious causes, my hence- 
forward be expected. The difficalties attend- 
ing early emigratians, will he dissipated even in 
the most remote parts. Several new states 
have been admitted into our Union, to the west 
and south, and territorial governments, happi- 
ly organized, established over every other por- 
tion in which there is vacant land for sale. In 
terminating Indian: hostilities, as must soon be 
done, in a formidahie shape «t least, the emi- 
gration, which has heretofore been great, witl 
probab!y encrease, and the demand for tand, 
and the augmentation in its value be in like 
proportion. The great increase af our popu- 
Vativn throughoat the Union will alone produce 
an important effect, und in no quarter wiil it 
be so sensibly felt as in those in eontemplatinn. 
‘Phe publie lands ure a public stock which 
aught to te disposed of ta the best advante ge, 
far the nation. 'Pbe natien should, therefore, 
derive the profit praceeding from the continuat 
rise in their value. Bvery enconragement shou!d 
be given to emigrants, consistent with a fair 
competition between them, but that competí- 
tion shoutd operate in the first sale ta the ad- 
Vantage of the nation rather than of individuals. 
Great capstalists wall derive all the benefit in- 
eident to their superior wealth, under uny mode 
of vate which may be adopted. But if, tooking 
furward to the rise in the velue of the publie 
lands, they should have the opportunity of 
Disssing, at wv low price, vast bodies in their 
hands, the profit will acerue to them, and not 
ta the publie. ‘hey would also have the pawer 
'n chet degree, to control the emigration and 
iS rtttement in such a manner as their opinion 
a then reepeetive interests might dictate, I 
set this +abjeet to the consideration of 
Venerr.s, that soch further provision may be 
mce tn the sale of the public lands, wich a 
view to the pablie interest, should any be 
j deeued erpedient, as in their Judgment miay 
| be hest ndapted to the object. 


| W‚ben we censilerthe vast extent of territo- 
ry within the United States, the greet amount 
and valve of its prodaetions, the connection of 
its parts, end other Circumstances, on wiich 
their prosperity and happiness depend, we can- 
not fail te entertuin a high sente of the advan- 
tage to be berived from the facility which may 
he afforded in the interconrse between them 
by means of gond raads and canals. Never did 
& country af such vast extent offer equal in- 
ducements to improvements of this kind, vor 
ever were consequences of such magnitude 
Involved in them. As this subject wus acted 
on by Congress at the hast Session, and there 
may be a dispositien sa revive it at the present 
Uhave ervught it into view for the purpese of 
Cammanwatmng my sentiments on « very im- 
portent citeninstance copneeted with it, with 
that freedom and candour which a regard for 
the publie interest, and a proper respect for 
Congress require A Giference of opinion has 
existed, from the first formation of our consti- 
tutten ta the present time, amang our most 
enlightened and virtuous citizens, respecting 
the right of Congress ta establish such a system 
Lof improvement. Taking into view the trust 
with which | am now honoured, it would be 
Impraper, after what has passed, that this dis- 
Cussiun should he revived, with an uncertainty 
Fet wy opinion respecting the right. Disregard- 
1eg early impressions, 1 have bestowed on the 
tubject all the deliberation which its great 
\n-portance, and a just sense of my duty, re- 
quired—and the resolt ie, « settled conviction 
In My mind, that Congress do not possess the 
right. Itis not contained in any of the speci. 
fied powers granted to Congress; nor can I 
consider it incidentat to, or a necessary mean, 
viewed non the mast liberal scale, for carrying 
into effect any of the powers which are speci- 
fically granted. In comimnanicating (his result, 
EF canrot resist the obligation which | feel to 
„suggestto Consressthe propriety of recommend- 
ing to the states the adoption of an amendment 
tothe eonstitution which shall give ta Congress 
the right in question, In cases of doubtfal con- 
structièn, especially of «uch vita} interest, it 
cempofts with the natare and crigin of our 
institutions, and will ‘contribute moch to 
préserve them, to apply to our constituents for 
an ezplicit grant of the power. We may con- 
fidently reiy, that if it appears to their satis- 
faction, that the power is necessary it will al- 
ways be granted. In this case 1 em happy to 
observb, that ezperience has afforded the most 
ampte ‘ptoof of its utility, and that the benign 
spirit of conciliatian end harmony, which now 
manifests itself thfoughoat oer Union promises: 
to suche recómtmendatian the imnost prompt: 
‚&ád favorable resd!t, I thirik proper to suggest 
also, in case this measure is adopted, that it be: 
recommended to the states to’ include, in the: 
amendment soughtaright in Congress ta insti- 
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important purpose of diffusing knowledge 
among our fellow citizens throughoat the 
United Suates. 

Our manufactures will regaire the continued 
attention of Congress. The capital employed 
in them is considerable, and the knawledga 
acquired in the machinery and fabric of all the 
most useful manufactures, is of great value. 
Pheir preservation, which depends on due en- 
couragemen!t, is connected with the high inte- 
vests of the nation. 

Althaugh the progress af the public buildings 

has been as favorable as circumstances have 
permitted, it is tn be regretted that the Capitol 
is nat yet in a state to receive you. There is 
gnod cause to presume that the two wings, the 
only parts as yet commenced, will be prepared 
for chat purposvatthe next session. Thetime 
seems now to have arrived, when this sahject 
inay be deemel worthy the attention of Con- 
gress, on a scale ad-quate to national purposes, 
The completion of the middie building wijl be 
n=cessary to the conveatent accommodation vf 
Congress, of the Committees and various offices 
belonging to it. It is evident that the other 
pabiie bu:tdings are altogether insufficient for 
the arcoarmadation of the several executive 
depertments, some of whoin are much crowded 
end even subjected ta the nevessity of obtain- 
ing it in private buildings, at some distance 
fram the head of the department, and with in- 
convenience to the management of the public 
business. Most nations have taken an interest 
and a pride in the improvement and ornament 
of their metropolis, and none were more conspi- 
cuous in (hat resp-ct then the ancient repu- 
blies, ‘The policy which dictated the establish- 
ment of a permanent residence for the national 
government, and the spirit in which it was 
commenced and has been prosecated, show 
that such improvement was thought worthy the 
atteution of this nation, Its eentral position, 
between the northern and southern extremes 
of our Union, and its approach to the west at 
the bead of a great navigable river, which in- 
terloeks withthe western waters, prave the wig- 
dom of the cauncils which established it. Na- 
thing appearste be more reasonableand proper, 
than th.t convenient accommodatian should 
be provided, on a well digested plan, for the 
heads af the several departments, and for the 
attorney general; and it is believed that the gub- 
lie grouod in the city, applied to these «bjects, 
will be found amply soflicient. I submit this 
subject ta the consideration of Congress, that 
such forther provision may be made in it, as ta 
them may seem proper, 

In contempisting the happy sitoation of tha 
Umted States, our attention is drawn, with 
peculier interest, to the surviving officers ard 
soldiers of our revolutionary army, who so emi- 
nently contributed, by their services, to lay 
its foundation. Most of those very meritorious 
citizens have paid the debt of natureand gane 
to repuse. Itis believed, that among the sur- 
vivors, there are some not provided for by exist- 
ing laws, whe are redueed to indigence, and 
even to real distress. These men have a claim 
on the gratitude of their country, and it will do 
honor to their country to provide for them. The 
Jaspe of a few years more, and the oppartunity 
will be for ever lost ; indeed, so long already has 
been the interval, that the number to be bene- 
fited by any provision which may be made will 
uat be great. . 

It appearing in a satisfactory manner that 
the revenue arising from imposts and tonnage, 
and from the sale of the public lands, will be 
fully adequate to the support of the civil govern- 
„ment, of the present military and naval esta- 
blishments, including the ennual augmentation 
of the latter to the eztent provided for, ta the 

ayment cf the interest on the public debt, and 
to the extinguishment of it at the times autho- 
rized, witbeut the aid of the internal teres, 4 
consider it my dutyto recommend to Cot gress 
tbeir repeal. ‘To impose taxes, when the pub ic 
emergencies require them, is am obligation of 
the most sacred character, especially with a 
free people The faithful Folfilmeat of it ia 
among the highest procfsof theìr virtue, ar d 
capacity for self government. ‘Fa dispense 
with tazres, wen it may he done with perfect 
safety, 1s equally the duty of their represen!a- 
tires. In this instance we have the satisfaction 
to know that they were imposed when the de- 
mend wasimperious, and have been susteined 
with ezemplary fidelity. IThave ta add, that, 
however gratifying it may be to me, regard- 
ing the. prasperous aud happy condition of 
our country, to recommend the repeal of these 
tazes at this time, I shall nevertheless he atten- 
tive to events, and should any future emergen- 
ey: occur, be not legs prompt to suggest such 
measures and burthens, as may then be re- 


isite and proper.
